At least that is my humble opinion, based on what i 
going on this December. While the writer has pre- 
viewed not a few new lines, yet, in most cases, they are 
dark horses which are being kept in the stable until the 
New York show. It looks now as if at least two-thirds 
of the car manufacturing companies will hold their fire 
until then, whereas in previous years most of the an- 
nouncements had been made by this time. All of which, 
however, should make the Grand Central Palace show 
one of the most interesting exhibitions ever held in that 
old edifice. Ford being in for the first time in a couple 
of decades should add to the gayety of nations and be 
a strong box office attraction.

BUT WHILE ALL THIS blessed-eventing has been 
going on behind the scenes, sales managers are not losing 


’ any time in prepping their field men and dealers for the 


battle of the century next year, for it’s going to be a 
battle with most everybody seeking to get a toe-hold on 
the business in the low bracket or be close enough to 
cut a big slice of cake from the overflow. 

Already most of the factories are in production and 
as fast as possible are shooting the new cars out into 
the field so as to be well stocked to make deliveries 
when the national announcements are made. Some 
aren’t waiting for these announcements to get busy 
selling. I know of several cases where dealers have 
been told that as fast as they get the new models they 
can start selling without waiting for the announce- 
ments. There’s one company which has had its dealers 
selling from photographs and catalogs while waiting 
for car shipments. Beating the gun this way should 
pile up orders that will help the projectionists when they 
are setting production figures for the first quarter.

WHILE ALL THIS has been going on, the factories 
have kept step with the pre-show activity by holding 
dealer meetings in the principal cities of the country 
and booking many orders in consequence. An example 
of this is Dodge, which asserts its dealers have ordered 
something like $30,000,000 worth of Dodge cars and 
trucks and Plymouths following these meetings.
